The steamer E na, from Liverpool, April 
22d, sfg Queenstown the 23d, arrived at New 
York on the 5th Inst., brirging dates from 
Europe four days later than those previously 
received. From the reports brought over we 
learn taat lhe> gunboat Alexandra still remains 
at Liverpool and her builders and owners are 
to be summoned before the local magistrates 
on the charge of attempting to Infringe on 
the Foreign Enlistment Act. It is reported 
that Frauce may resort to the sword to 
settle tbe Polish question in case Rus- 
sia makes an unfavorable reply to the 
remonstrances of tbe three powers. It 
was also reported that France might feel 
compelled to interfere in the struggle in 
America if it be not settled ere long, on ac- 
count of the sufferings of the French manu- 
facturers and operatives. The London ller- 
uld prints a rumor that Count Merrier was to 
be recalled from Washington. The question 
bad been raised in the nouse of Commons as 
to Minister Adams granting a permit to a ves- 
sel to go to Malanioras, but it was not con- 
sidered. Karl de Grey and Ripon is to suc- 
ceed Sir G. C. Lewis In the British War Office. 

The complications in the Polish question 
thicken, and appearances indicate a rupture 
between France and Russia. M. Drouyn de 
liluys is said to have written, in his dispatch 
to Russia, that the troubles in Poland, 
of such frequent occurrence, must be symp- 
toms of Inveterate disease, which It Is the 
interest of tbe great powers to have re- 
moved. Sweden was arming in view of future 
troubles with Russia.

2ft*sn. Edilort: Presuming yourselves and 
readers would be interested in a report ot the 
Union convention held at Lagrange, Oldham 
county, on the 4 h inst., I have taken tho 
liberty of sending you the subjoined state- 
ment ot what occurred. The city delegation 
left the city by tho early train, and, after an 
hour and a half ride, readied Ligrange, where 
we found some of the true type of humanity 
In the persons of the warm-hearted Kentucky 
landlords, from whom we procured an ex- 
cellent breakfast, after which we strolled about 
the village until scvon o'eloek, the hour ap- 
pointed for the setting of the convention. The 
meeting took place in the courthouse, and, on 
motion, Judge G. W. Johnston, of Louisville, 
was called to the chair, and Joseph G. Wilson 
appointed Secretary. After the organization, 
the first item of business was the calling of 

delegates from the several counties, when it 
was found that. In consequence of the circula 
lion of s report that no convention would be 
held, there were no delegates lrom Henry, 
Oldham or Owen. Jefferson was, however, 
largely represented, having five delegates from 
the county, and every ward iu the city sending 
Its men, making in the aggregate ninety- 
four of tbe ona hundred and tweuly-eigut 
votes to which the District is entitled, accord- 
ing to the plm adopted by tbe State C ~ xven- 
tion— one vote for every hundred, and one 
vote for all fractions over fifty.

The Memphis correspondent of the Missouri 
Republican, writing on the lit Inst., says: 

Two divisions of the army have crossed the 
Mississippi, and are now opposite New Car- 
thage. The gunboats are slowly feeling their

There is a very large movement of troops In 
the direction of New Carthage, wblc h leads 
us to believe that the projecu-d attack is to be 
made from the <Vr-ctlon of Warranton. All of 
the troops receu y at and near Young's Point 
are not under niirching orders, and the pre- 
sumption is that a sullielency will still be held 
for important operations elsewhere. The road 
lies from Mil ken's Bend through Richmond, 
to New Carthage, about twenty miles from 
point to point, over a good road. 

What the future movements of General 
Grant may be we arc not permitted to guess, 
and must wait In patience to determine. 
There is a growlug confidence in his ability to 
take Vicksburg. All feci that a manitest ad- 
vantage has been gained ; but what, precisely, 
is not understood. The gre-itest apparent ad- 
vantage is the feasibility of uniting the two 
armies before either Yiek6burg or Port Hud- 
son. As yet there tu :,o indica'tions that Ibis 
plan is being adOVttvt, 

We have now b ow VickKburg, Including 
Admiral Faria^ui's fleet, eleven armed vessels. 
There has bien no conjunction of the two 
forces, nor docs any seem probable. The 
Hartford, Albatross and Switzerland lie at the 
mouth of Red river at last date, and the upper 
fleet opposite New Carthage. 

We learn by both rebel and loyal sources 
that a slight interchange of shots had taken 
place at Grand Gulf with our gunboat 8 , in 
which no harm was done to either side. 

Matters at Young's Point and De 8oto Point 
are quiet, the batteries we had erected on the 
levee having ceased after two days' firing, and 
the demolition of the railroad depot. Tuc en- 
emy returned but one shot during the two 
days. 

Commands for Fremont and Bctler — 
Gen. Fremont is, it seems, to be given a com- 
mand suited to his wishes and tastes. Gen. 
Halleck has declined giving him any import- 
ant positi on in the field; but Gen. Dr. Chte- 
ver has taken the matter in hand, and is abou t 
to raise 10,000 colored soldiers, who are to fol- 
low Fremot t to glory or the grave. The 
"Pathfinder" has been seen, and is willing lo 
assume control of this blick army in embryo; 
provided, of course, the Administration will 
permit. Dr. Chcever has gone to work with a 
wiU. A committee has been iormed, and 
money is to be procured to perfect the organi- 
tion of this new command. 
It Is sincerely to be hoped that this scheme 
ill succeed. General Fremont thinks a good 
dcil about the negroes, and he has a large 
party of white people at his bick who believe 
earnestly in him. By all means let them be 
gratified. His success or failure may help to 
solve two problems— whether he has sbility 
enough to command and the negroes the dis- 
position to fight. 

Fremont out of the way, there is another 
radical hero who should be provided for. We 
mean General Butler. In view of the enthu- 
siastic admiration felt for that person by Miss 
Anna E Dickinson we suggest th it she raise 
an army ot Amazons for the hero of Big 
Bethel. It would be a practical evidence of 
the equality of women with men there could 
be no disputing were a regiment of the former 
able to put an equal number of such rebels to 
flight. General Butler's experiences iu fight- 
ing women in New Orleans points him out as

There are 150,000 men in California capable of 
bearing arms and liable to military duty, 
and 5,000 of this number are armed and 
equipped and ready for immediate duty. 
About three months since our Government 
forwarded a further supply of one thousand 
barrels o powder, one thousand shells, a 
number of field guns, and thirty- 
three boxes of ordnance, which are 
stored at Mare Inland for the use of the 
local force. It is thus apparent that 
San Francisco is in many respects safer 
than even tbe city of New York, while on the 
other hand, the fortifications already erected 
have all the strength that art can give them, 
with great natural advantages to m»ke that 
strength lestotless. The British Government, 
meantime, has left Its own possessions on the 
Pacific coast entirely defenseless; one of those 
singular oversights which "men and mice" 
sometimes display. Instead of our being ex 
posed to British attack on the Pacific, it would 
b: easy to capture in a fortnight all the British 
settlements in that quarter of the world.

The Raleigh Standard contains accounts of 
numerous county meetings of planters in re 
sponse to Governor Vance's late proclamation 
discouraging cotton planting and urging the 
production of breadstnfls. 

The Richmond Whig, of the 221, says that 
several hundred negroes have bien stolen by 
the Yankees, and that they constitute the 
black elephant which Jonathan Is puzzled to 
dispose of. 

The Whig of the 22d contains Governor 
Letcher's card of that date, announcing his 
candidacy for the rebel Congress from the 
Eleventh distrct of Virginia, 

The toriesof Laurel county. North Carolina, 
are accused of disloysl outbreaks, and the 
Standard complains that some of them were 
brutally butchered in cold blood, and that a 
Cel. Thomas, C S. A., who hunted them wi h 
Indians, permitted scalping. "Disloyal" 
demonstrations in tbe counties bordering 
upon Tennessee are severely rebuked. 

The Raleigh State Journnl says. In com 
menting upon an article from tbe Cleveland 
(Ohio) Leader upon John S. Carlile, of Vir 
glnla, "That It is the doom of a traitor every- 
where to be despised." 

The Progress, of the 93d, regards the recent 
peace resolutions of the New Jersey Legisla 
ture as a hopeful indication, and calls upon 
the other Northern States through their Legis 
latures to speak out and bring a pressure to 
hear upon Lincoln and Seward that they can- 
not resist, and the hand of the destroyer may 
be stayed. 

Corn meal was selling at Ralelgb, on the 23d 
tilt , at 50 per bushel, and scarce at that. 

Several persons, announcing themselves as 
candidates for the rebel Congress from dis 
tricta lying within the Federal lines, call upon 
the soldiers and refugees from those districts 
for their suffrages.

Rebel 
sieges appear to be very profitable invest- 
ments — very." 

The Charlotte (N. C.) Democrat says that 
Major Covington, of the rebel army, addressed 
a large public meeting at that place upon the 
wants of the army in Virginia, He said 
their forces had consumed all the food it 
was possible to procure for seventy miles 
around the point where they arc now sta- 
tioned, and that unless more corn and meal 
were furnished from North Carolina, they 
would be obliged to fall back Into this State. 

The Fayetteville (N. C.) Observer says: A 
few days ago a North Carolina soldier, near 
Charleston, wrote to his father, saying that 
he had just received five pounds of meat as tbe 
allowance of seven men for a week. 



Treason in Massachusetts. 

It is incredible that the people ot Boston 
allow in their city the weekly publication of 
such infamous utterances as tho following, 
from the Liberator of April 24 : 

"No act of ours do we regard with more 
conscientious approval or higher satisfaction — 
none do we submit more confidently to the 
tribunal of heaven and the moral verdict of 
mankind — than when, several years ago, on 
the 4th of July, In the presence of a great as 
sembly, we committed to the flames the Con- 
stitution of the United States, because (in the 
language of John Quincy Adams) 'the bargain 
between freedom and slavery contaiued in it

And should 
the present bloody struggle end in any com- 
promise with the 8outh, or in recognizing any 
constitutional obligations to slaveholders or 
slavehnntcrs iu the border States, we shall 
again give that instrument to the consuming 
fire, and renew our protest against it as 'a 
covenant with death and an agreement with 
hell.' 

"In the court of conscience and before God, 
It matters nothing what slaveholding agree- 
ments or compromises may be found in the 
Constitution or out of It; they are all inbu 
man, nnjust and immoral, aud therefore null 
and void; and if a man can retain office, or 
be a voter under the Government, only on 
condition of sustaining such compromises, 
then it is certain, if he would not do evil that 
good m»y come, he must relinquish office- 
holding and refuse to cast a vote stained with 
human blood. His motto is and must be, as 
one loyal to right and duty, 'No Union with 
slaveholders!'

Perhaps we err In saying that it is incredi- 
ble.

Movements at and near Vicksbnrg— 
threat Preparation* Heing >I i t 
Events ol' Interest at Hand* 

[Correspondence of the St. Louis Republican.] 
Youho's PorsT, La., April 29. 

For days past we have been anxiously await 
ing news ot startling interest from the army, 
now some distance below here, in the vicinity 
of Carthage and Warrenton. It was thought 
the enemy wou'd mass his force and desper- 
ately resist onr landing, but he did not, al- 
though our foothold on the opposite side was 
by no means gained without opposition. 

Your correspondent at tbe extreme front 
sends full particulars ef each day's skirmish- 
ing and advancing so far, which I forward by 
this mall. It now seems probable that no col- 
lision of moment will occur for a couple of 
weeks, as our forward movement will be sure, 
and necessarily slow. The whole available army 
of the lower Mississippi has been massed to- 
gether and to now being thrown against 
Vicksburg. Through tbe telegraph you bav 
at different times learned of the successful 
blockade running here. On seven occasions 
has the feat been accomplished in the tost few 
weeks, six times resulting favorably. Rams, 
lron-cjads and transports sre now below in 
abundance, giving the army a speedy means ot 
transit. What months of digging tailed to ac- 
complish was at tost gained by a bold resolve 
and reckless daring. Two steamers and 
ram have on three different occasions been d 
stroyed, and their wrecks now toy entomb -d 
in Mississippi mud, but with these trifling cas- 
ualties all these late successes have been ac- 
complished. 

The rebel batteries are rendered almost barm 
lees, and accomplish nothing worthy of men- 
tion, compared to what they fail in. Block- 
ade running is fast becoming a pastime, and 
Vicksburg losing lis terrors. Our army is 
thus free to act where it chooses .and the Missi > 
sippi, for military operations, is this moment 
virtually open. No naval records have ever 
borne instances of greater daring than these 
lately accomplished. Batteries, considered by 
the foe capable of sinking any Iron clad that 
floated, reaching as they do from Vicksburg 
bluffs to Warrenton, a distance of six miles, 
are nightly run by unsrmed transports. To a 
t tranter standing at this point, when onr vessels 
thus provoke the rebel ire, listening to the 
hideous bellowing from the bluffs and water's 
edge,it wou!d seem impossible that light fabrics 
of woodwork of which two-thirds are hardly 
thicker than door pannals, should pass safely 
at shot-gun rang", the best ordnance of 
modern times. We have now a dozen transport.* 
below at New Carthage, snd a considerable 
force there, aud on the V icksburg side, also. 
The balance of the troops at MillSken's Bend 
sre rapidly moving in that direction, and Gen. 
Grant is there. The names of the different 
divisions and commanders engaged I withhold 
for the present, by request. In a lew days, 
all will have crossed the Mississippi, or, at 
least, made a desperate attempt to do so, 
under cover of the gunboats. Near Black 
river will probably be the point of debarka- 
tion, and then forward to the rear of Vlcks 
burg. As 1 have before stated, it seems ap- 
parent that the battle, If any is fought, will 
occur near Black river bridge. Before reach 
ing that structure, no engagement of any mo- 
ment can take place, unless the rebels choose 
to offer an open field. 

Vicksburg bluffs and batteries sre already 
placed far to one side, and failing in stopping 
our vessels, will have no part in present opera- 
tions. One great indication ot success to the 
universal coulidence ot the army that victory 
is at hand. Not an officer or soldier bnt feels 
that he will soon be quartered in Vicksburg, 
and the. comfortable bouses of that long be- 
sieged city are beginning to wear a very in- 
viting appearance, surrounded by the rich 
spring shrubbery in its many beautiful yards. 

The General commanding has especially re- 
quested that "speculations' in regard to move- 
ments should not be indulged in, and of any- 
thing else there is little to fill a letter. That 
the next two weeks are to be laden with inter- 
est, all believe; and June will either And us iu 
VickBburg or a year removed from It Ad- 
vices from Gen. Banks below are encouraging, 
and Commodore Farragut has gone on down 
to operate with him. As soon as our troops 
all cross the river, Vicksburg will bs virtually 
surrounded on three sides and partly on the 
fourth. 

General Grant's command Is, I think, large 
enough, efficient enough, and in every way 
reaoy to accomplish the task expected of It. 
In one particular, people for the present will 
I think, be disappointed, aud that concerns the 
time to be consumed lu the present move- 
ment. We have every advantage, and a knowl- 
edge of this will deter our leaders from undue 
haste, or carelessness. Everything will go 
on slowly but surely; brilltoLt adventures will 
be avoided for certainties, where a few days' 
delay can tend to Insure the totter. 

All the old leaders of the Western army, 
every one of whom has been tried lu battle, 
are here — Grant, M<-Pherson, McCternand, 
Steele, Logan, McArtbur, Thayer, Stevenson, 
Blair, and s host of others, whoso names are 
intimately connected with the record of West-

The Situation is Southwestern Tennes- 
see. — A correspondent of the New York 
World, writing from Memphis, on the 30th 
ult., says : 

At Corinth, which we now hold with strong 
fortifications, General Dodge has maintained 
his position with perfect success against the 
demonstrations ci Van Dora, who was foolish 
enough to provoke him into a fight the other 
day between Bear river and Tuscumbla, and 
got "driven" for bis pains, with considerable 
oss. We now hold Tuscumbla, and it is re- 
ported that General Rosecrans has dispatched, 
about to dispatch, a fores from 
that point under General Streight, which 
will probably soon make itself heard 
of from a quarter as yet unsuspect- 
ed. It to of great importance to Gen- 
eral Rosecrans that the enemy should be 
entirely disabled from concentrating his forces 
against our positions in Middle Tennessee. 
Already Memphis, which is cursed with an 
Egyptian frog plague of rumors, whispers 
that the rebel army from Vicksburg has for 
some lime past been moving northward; and 
people of little faith gravely discuss the prob- 
abilities of an attack of General Jo. Johnston's 
whole army upon tbe center of Rosecrans, 
with the "certaiuty" of piercing and breaking 
it up. 

We shall see what we shall see, but It Is our 
own impression that Rosecran's "center" will 
not be very easily pierced and broken up. 

The condition of the army ot the Cumber- 
land is admirable for health, dlscipUne and 
efficiency. The Sixteenth army corps to also 
remarkable for Its commendable sanitary 
stale; and the whole of the Western troops 
will compare favorably with any soldiery in 
the country.

Decision in Regard to Treasury Notes. 
Some parties In New York recently brought 
the question of the constitutionality of the 
law of Congress making treasury notes a legal 
tender, Ac, before the United States District 
Court, which sustained the law. We give the 
argument of the court In Its own words: 

The terms used (in the Constitution) are "to 
cola money and regulate the value thereof." 
Iu order, therefore, to restrict to a metallic cur- 
rency, It must he made to appear not only that 
to coin signifies shaping and stampirg metals 
exclusively, but also that the term "money," in 
its ordinary popular signification at tbe lime 
the Constitution was framed and adopted, 
meant gold and silver coin and nothing else. 
But neither of these propositions is true. By 
looking into any dictionary it will be seen that 
to coin means not only to shape and stamp or 
in nt metals, bnt to make or fabricate other 
things as well. And we cannot but know 
fronj the history of the timt s ttat at the adop- 
tion of the Constitution neither in ibis country 
n< r in any other civilized country did the 
money in use consist of gold and silver exclu- 
sively. It consisted then, as It ever has since 
and probably ever will, tn gold and silver and 
paper representing gold and silver, in the 
shape of banks bills or bills of credit. 

It "to coin" to to be restricted to work upon 
metals, it applies to other metals as well as 
gold and silver, and proves too much for the 
argument. It to not claimed thai it was the 
desiga to have any other species of metal 
created money by tow, and as neither gold nor 
silver is mentioned as the substance to ba 
coined I think it must be held that the power 
granted Is simply to determine what the 
money of the country shall consist of and to 
regulate its standard value. 
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Cheese Factories.— In the Mohawk Valley, 
New York, the new plan of making cheese la 
factories has been adopted to considerable ex- 
tent, azd one writer In the Prairie Farmer, X. 
A. Wil'ard, of Little rails, New York, former- 
ly editor of the Dairy Farmer, says It to thought 
by many that the new system win, in a few 
yeare, do away with the old plan of making 
cheese in families altogether. It will certainly 
do away with tho objection made by many 
that cheese making is too heavy a burden upon 
the women of the household. We beard sa 
intelligent lady remark, some years ago, ia a 
dairy district in one of the Eastern Slates, 
that the farmers there made their living by 
"working their women to death." Cheeae- 
maklng Is hard work, anl, when conducted 
extensively, the principal work Is generally 
performed by men. Mr. Wlllard says: 

Some thirteen new factories gi into i 
tton the c^mii 

the milk of from four hundred to a 
cow*. Last season there were only six or 
seven; several also are put ia operation the 
present season ia this county. Th* renerml 
features of the plan is to get the milk of a 
certain number ot cows pledged for from three 
lo flv • years — say three hundred cows; 
gives a starting point. Then 
erected, raid the proper fixture* i 
an experienced eheese maker, as 
employed. In most Instances tbe manager 
owns the buildings, Ac ., aad makes the maa- 
nfacture of the cheese his sole business. 

One cent per {>onnd is charged for manufac- 
turing, and each farmer delivers his milk daily 
at tbe factorv, where It is measured, aad he Is 
credited tn proportion to tbe 
ntohed. A gallon of milk o B an i 
a pound of cured rheem. Tbe sa 
of course are controlled by the farmers. A 
large quantity of our cheese — much tbe larger 
part — is shipoed to Europe. Small quantities 
go West. W* have known single dairies, from 
time to time, several years past, shipped to 
cities in Ohio and other parts of the West, aad 
the sales netting the dairymen some better 
than ia New York and Philadelphia. 

This plan to certainly worthy ot consider- 
ation at the Wes f . Several neighboring torn* 
ers might unite, employ a cb**s* maker from 
some good dairy district and do an exceUeat 
business, without any practical knowledge of 
the business themselves.

Cranbhrrt Cn.Trr.E-1. Select ■ situation 
for your cranberry field on a clay soil, or oa a 
dark loam soil, or on ail soils where there to a 
mixture of sand, mostly of reclaimed tondaj 
such as can be made moderately dry, are well 
suited to grow the cranberry. In fact, most 
ail soil that Is natural to grow tbe potato, la 
well adapted to grow the cranberry (yet the 
first mentiened soils woald be preferred.) Aa 
far as I have ascertained, there are three 
varieties of cranberry: The Bell, Cherry and 
the Barberry. 

I have never known of any other variety of 
the berry that would naturalize to dry soil, 
except the BeU cranberry; this species of the 
berry crows much In the form of an egg — It la 
Inclined to grow in the will state, oa the bor- 
ders of cranberry begs, spreading iu way to 
upland soil. This specie* is much larger than 
the otheis, In Its wild state. Persons engaged 
In the cultivation of the article, should com- 
mence with the last mentioned species, aad by 
commencing with those that have been culti- 
vated and naturalised to a dry soil, they win 
much sooner accomplish their 
much less trouble and expense, a, 
multiply and increase abundantly. 

2. Prepare your soil the same as for i 
grain, by plowing, harrowing, aad making 
your soil even. Then mark It out in drills, 
eighteen to twenty inches apart, putting the 
plants in the bills, six or eight inches apart, 
five or six plants in a hill. Hoe tbem sligtatly 
at first, till the roots become clinched, and af- 
terwards no other cultivation is needed. The 
phnta may be expected to run together and 
cover the whole soil in two or three years. 
The cranberry grown by cultivation usually 
yields from one hundred and fifty lo two 
hundred bushels per acre.

—Gen. Barnside has issued an order, dated 
the 6th inst.,. which P Ia*s Montgomery 
eouuty, Ohio, unter martial law 

—According to the latest intelligence from 
Europe, we Judge that great excitement exists 
in England against the United States. There 
is much talk of war. Even the London Daily 
News sees trouble ahead, and is apprehensive ol 
a serious term i ration of the present difficulties. 
The enemies of this country have taken advan- 
tage oi the disclosures respecting the cap- 
ture of the Adela and the Peterhotl, and Mr. 
Adams' permit, to stir up British pride and 
force the government into a war with us. It 
is said Lord Russell is lor peace, while 
Palmerston is for a row If the public wish if. 
Gladstone presents a handsome surplus iu his 
budget, which baa been published. England 
was never so rich before; therelore, why 
should they not risk a war. 

— IntelUgence has been received from North 
Alabama, where Gen. Dodge is operating, as 
late as the 26th ultimo. At that time our 
troops had occupied Tuseumbia and Florence 
without opposition, the rebels moving prompt- 
ly and briskly at our approach; but a detach- 
ment of cavalry, which had been re-enforced 
by Forrest, «as caught up with near Court- 
land and punished. The object of this move- 
ment of the National troops la not yet de- 
veloped. 

—In Missouri General Curtis is pursuing 
the same policy towards the non-contraband 
Secessionists which General Rosecrans, has 
adopted in Tennessee. A hundred citisens of 
St. Louis— the first batch— were ordered to go 
south of the rebel lines several days ago. 

— News from Western Virginia, as late as 
Tuesday night, in regard to the rebel raid into 
that portion of the State, is to the effect that 
the rebels were at Weston, and about 7,000 
6trong. It is known at last that Jones and 
Itnbodeu have joined teams. It is also ascer- 
tained that there is another rebel column uot 
a great way off, under General Wilder, num- 
bering about 4,000, and hovering in the vlcin 
ity of Summerville, along the New river. This 
latter force is acting in conjunction with Jen- 
kins, and threatens Charleston. 

— The remains of the rebel Brig. Gen. Dan- 
iel S. Donelson, whose death we announced 
several days sine-', were interred in the cem 
etery at Knoxville, Tennessee, on the 10. h 
ultimo. 

— Rev. J. R. Graves, forineriy of Nashville, 
Tennessee, aud who was to be tried at Rich 
mond on the 10th inst., for disloyal conduct 
toward the Confederate Government, has be 
come insane. 

— The Paris correspondent of the New York 
Commercial Advertiser, writing on the 21st 
ultimo, says that there is still an uncertain 
feeling about the result of the Polish iusur 
rection. Very many French politicians be 
lievc that if the insurrection can be pro 
longed for a certain time, a European war 
m ust be the result. It is said indeed that 
General Rocbburn left Paris, bearing that 
word to the leaders of the insurrection. It is 
certain that the Poles rely largely upon this 
exterior diversion for the success of (he cause 
and it is for this reason that the committee of 
Warsaw, which directs the revolutionary 
movements, counsels a guerrilla warfare en- 
tirely, and a careful avoidance of pitched bat 
ties. We kuow that Russia aud Prussia are 
making exteu-i ve preparations for war, and 
that these two, whatever may happen, will 
cling trigrther ; and we kuow on the other 
hand, that Napoleon is not disposed to under- 
take any enterprise at this moment which 
will jeopard his dynasty. The question of 
war or peace therefore lies in the hands of 
England and Austria, and these states will 
hesitate a lorg time before resorting to a war. 

—A c ^respondent of the Cincinnati Com- 
mercial of yesterday , writing from Lebanon, 
Kentucky, says: 

Mililarv news is scarce here. The 1st 
Brigade 1st Division 9:h Army Corps, under 
command ot Colonel Morrison, of the 79th 
New York, has gone southward. Oar cavalry 
is on Cumberland rivir, a portion of it near 
Creeltboro. Rebel prisoners in 6mall squads 
are daily brought into town. From the best 
information attainable, we suppose that there 
are some three or five rebel regiments in Clin- 
ton county, whose business it is to steal 
forage, *c. They are careful to avoid our cav- 
alry. As for our part, we do not profess to 
know what Burrjside mod id -Hps doing with 
the soldiers under his command in this State. 
From recent movements we are led to sup- 
pose that he has bee >me convinced that the 
way to protect Kentucky does not consist in 
garrisoning towns end cities in central and 
northern portions of the 8tate, but In seizing 
and holding these few gaps iu the mountains 
which atTords the rebels an opportunity of 
passing through to the richer portions of the

"A detachment of Yankees then proceeded 
to Hanover Courthouse, tearing up the rail- 
road track and cutting the telegraph wires. 
They also burnt the connhoose and 
bridges on the Frederitksburg 
destroyed tbe water tank 
"They were evidently guided by some one 
with the country. We have obtained 
his name and be is well known in Richmond 
"At Brook pike the Ynnkses exchanged their 
jaded horses for freBh ones, and proceeded 
across the Chickahomlny, destroying the 
turnpike and railroad bridges over that river, 
and captured a locomotive which had been 
sent out this morning on a reconnoiesance. 

"Gen. Stoneman was still in Liala county 
yesterday, and a detachment of bis command 
is nnking iu way down the York river, and 
may join the Yankee forces now In Williams- 
burg, Va. They have destroyed several trains 
of cars load' d with Government stores." 

MUford, Va , May 2.— Yesterday Gen. Jack- 
son penetrated to the rear of the enemy and 
drove him from his position in the Wilderness 
to within a mile of Chancellorville. Tne en- 
emy was ergiged In front at the same time hy 
two of Longitreet's divisions. The losses on 
b 3th sides are heavy. 

Cairo, May 7. 
The steamer M\jor Estice was burned yes- 
terday below Hkkman. The fire was first dis 
covered in a pile of mattresses, and was 
doubtless the work of an incenditry. She 
bad on board fourteen hundred tuns of com- 
missary stores and one hundred and fifty 
horses, all excepting two of which were 
burned.

The guerrillas at Greenville, Mi«s., destroy- 
ed tbe transport Minnesota. Tho gunboats 
shortly afterwards scattered the enemy. 

St. Louis, May 7. 

Gen. Blunt telegraphs to Gen. Curtis from 
Leavenworth that Colonel Phillips crossed 
Arkansas river on the night of tbe 24th of 
April, and attacked tho rebel forces tint bad 
been concentrating and fo titying at Weber's 
Falls, in Indian Territory, routing them and 
capturing all their camp equipage. 

A gentleman who left the fort on tbe 3d of 
April reports that th« rebels hive one gun- 
boat and thirty transports between that poiut 
acd Alexandria. 

Ten thousand infantry are reported at Hous- 
ton, Texas. 

At Loaksville, ninety miles above Shrevc- 
port, we saw five mounted Texan regiments, 
under Gen. Sprates, going to Little Rock to 
join Gen. Price. 

About eleven hundred Indians, under Stand- 
wate and Cooper, were Bixteeu miles west 
of Fort Smith. 

Price's troops for tbe Invasion of Missouri 
are all mounted, aud were expected to start 
about tbe 15th ol May, and move up east of 
Black river. 

Preparations are being made to work tbe 
rich lead mines in southwestern Arkansas. 

Fortress Monroe, May 6. 

Two prisoners, who arrived from Richmond 
to-day, report that they were captured within 
two miles of the city of Richmond on Sun- 
day, the 3d Inst., while In pursuit of a courier 
with dispatches from Jackson to Davis. 

The city of Richmond batallion went, on 
Sunday, to see what was the j trouble, as the 
communication was cut off with Fredericks 
burg bolh by railroad and telegraph. 

The people of Richmond are in a terrible 
state ot excitement. 

The report ot the rebels having captured 
5,000 Uniou prisoners was false, and was got- 
ten up by Jeff Davis to quiet the excitement 
of his people. 

The Enquirer of May 5 .L contains the fol- 
lowing: 

OonlonmiUe, May 4. — The fight Is still go- 
ing on. Jackson occupies all the fords except 
Ellis'. 

Our loss is heavy. No enemy in Culpepper. 

None of the wounded have arrived in Rich- 
mond owing to the destruction of the rail- 
road between Richmond and Fredericksburg. 

Many of the business htuses in Richmond 
were closed yesterday in consequence of the 
exciting news from the Rtppthauuouk. 



[Correspondence Cincinnati Cotnmerclal.l 
Hklbsa, ARK , May 1, via Cairo, May 6. 
A detachment of the Third Iowa cavnby 
left for a seont this morning in the SL Francis 
river country. They proceeded toward La- 
grange, fifteen miles northwest. Two miles 
ibis side the advance was fired upon from a 
thicker. The detachment attempted to form 
in line to make a charge, when the enemy 
suddenly rose from the underbrush on each 
side and rear. Tbe commanding officer of the 
detachment seeing he was almost entirely 
surrounded by greatly superior numbers, or- 
dered a retreat. A gallant dash was made 
through the enemy's lines in the face uf a 
galliug lire of musketry. The rebel forces 
consisted ot cavalry and" infantry. They pur 
sued the detachment five miles. 

A number ot our men were left dead on the 
field, and probably thirty taken prisoners 
Eleven wounded were brought off, and just 
arrived in town. It Is Impossible to estimate 
our loss, or that of the rebels. Tbe enemy 
numbered from eight hundred to one thou- 
sand, and ia supposed to be the advance of a 
large force. * 

A soon as Information reached headquarters 
re-enforcements Wv.re sent out, and preciu 
lions taken to guurd against a surprise, ai 
though there is no ground for apprehension 
relative to the ability of th 4 forces now here 
to repel any attack that may be attempted. 
Great preparation and unusual vigilence is 
seen on every Bide, however, aud indicates 
that the General commanding does not con 
side it improbable that formidable demon 
stratlons are contemplated by the rebels, and 
la determined to be prepared. 

Cairo, May 6 

Tbe steamer Graham arrived from Memphis 
this morning. She reports that Sherman's ex- 
pedition up the Yazoo had returned to 
Young's Point. The movement was only a 
feint to attract the attention of the enemy and 
draw troops away from the south of Vicks 
burg, where Osterhaus is operating. Tbe 
gunboats that accompanied this expedition 
engaged tbe batteries at Haines' Bluff. The 
Choctaw was severely d-tmaged by rebel shot, 
one 64 pounder having gone clear through her. 
Her wheel houses were broken through by- 
plunging shot.

About five o'clock it commenced raining, 
deluging roads, tearing up corduroys, sweet 
ing away bridges, and threatening destruction 
to pontoons.
